Attorney General Barrett’s Opinion Effective 


It may not be news to many of our 
members that the Chicago Metropolitan 
newspapers are no longer carrying ad- 
vertisements by dental laboratories. For 
the past two weeks the city’s large dailies 
have been conspicuously free of labora- 
tory appeals to purchase full dentures 
at ridiculously low fees. The reason is 
immediately apparent to those who have 
been following enforcement news in these 


pages. 
DAILY PAPERS AFFECTED 


Neither the Chicago Tribune nor the 
Chicago Sun has ever accepted any ad- 
vertisements of this character so cannot 
be included in the group which has re- 
cently adopted rulings to exclude the so- 
called dental laboratory from their pages. 
The Chicago Times was the first paper 
carrying laboratory copy to reject it and 
did so shortly after the Illinois Supreme 
Court handed down its far reaching de- 
cision in the case of Lasdon v. Hallihan. 
The Chicago Daily News and the Chi- 
cago Herald-American both thought fur- 
ther clarification of the law was indicated 
and withheld action until it was forth- 
coming. Frank G. Thompson, Director 
of the Department of Registration and 
Education, sought an opinion on the sub- 
ject. from Attorney General George F. 
Barrett. Mr. Barrett’s sweeping and de-

cisive opinion holding that laboratories 
had no legal right to solicit public patron- 
age was published in the June 15 issue of 
The Fortnightly Review. Certified copies 
of the opinion were made available to 
the publishers concerned (The Chicago 
Herald-American and the Chicago Daily 
News) resulting in the elimination of 
the objectionable copy. 


FURTHER ACTION 


The States Attorney of Cook County 
has assured the Dental Society that ap- 
propriate measures will be taken to elimi- 
nate similar laboratory advertisements 
from other media. Progress to date and 
present enforcement plans warrant the 
conclusion that the authorities have the 
advertising laboratory situation well 
under control. 


COOPERATION 


The Chicago newspapers are to be 
commended for their cooperative spirit 
in refusing to accept advertising which 
patently violates the Dental Practice Act. 
Attorney General Barrett, Director 
Frank G. Thompson and Mr. Kenneth 
Barnard, Manager of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, are also to be complimented 
for their sound and constructive attitude.

VI. POLLEN AND HAY FEVER 


The word pollen, derived from the 
Latin, means fine dust. Pollen may be 
described as a finely granular dust-like 
powdery or coherent material composed 
of particles called pollen grains. Pollen 
granules are formed in the male sexual 
organs of flowering plants, the anthers ; 
‘they correspond to the sperm cells of ani- 
mals and their function is to fertilize the 
ovum in the ovary; this is essential to 
reproduction. 


DESCRIPTION 


A pollen grain consists primarily of 
two portions: an internal or intine, and 
an external or extine. The intine is the 
living internal cellular structure, the 
active element in fertilization, smooth, 
delicate and transparent, and appears to 
be ef the same nature and appearance in 
the different species of pollen. The ex- 
tine, or protective coating, is a_ thick, 
sometimes thin, resisting membrane form- 
ing a cuticle over the intine. This outer 
membrane may be smooth, marked with 
granular, warty processes, or spiny pro- 
tuberances, regular or irregular reticula- 
tions, pores or furrows, all varying in 
number and position, but always the 
same for the pollen from any particular 
species of plant. 

The pollen grains may be ellipsoidal, 
spherical, oval, barrel-like and hemi- 
spherical in shape. Ellipsoidal form is 
most common and spherical shape sec- 
ondary in terms of frequency. 

Pollen grains vary considerably in size, 
the extreme limits may be from 3 to 240 
microns ; most of the clinically important 
pollens are between 15 and 60 microns 
in diameter. These dimensions may de- 
viate from one group of plants to an- 
other, also within a group.

The known cell contents found in 
common hay fever pollens are proteins, 
sugars, glycosides, polysaccharides, en- 
zymes and fats. The hay fever produc- 
ing constituent is considered a protein or 
associated with protein substances. The 
excitant is classed among the most potent 
of all substances capable of inducing 
biochemical reactions; and far more 
potent than the most potent alkaloid. The 
amount of causative substance in 1/5,- 
500,000 of a grain by weight of giant 
ragweed pollen has produced a definite 
positive skin reaction. Degree of pollen 
potency depends upon the sensitivity of 
the person, not necessarily upon the 
number of pollen grains nor amount of 
excitant. If the hay fever pollens are 
kept dry, they indefinitely retain their 
power to cause hay fever symptoms. 


POLLINATION 


Pollination is the transference of pollen 
from the anther sacs to the stigmatic 
surface of the pistil of the flower. The 
general structure of the flower, with all 
of its parts, is especially adapted to one 
of the three general types of pollination. 

Self-pollinated flowers are usually very 
small, with their essential organs much 
reduced. They produce few pollen grains 
and the flower completes its life cycle 
without external assistance. 

The entomophilous flowers, _insect- 
pollinated, as a rule, are large, attrac- 
tively colored, supplied with nectar and 
scent producing glands. The structural 
devices of the flower are developed to 
insure the sprinkling or dusting the in- 
sect with pollen, at the same time collect- 
ing pollen of other flowers from the in- 
sect, thus effecting cross-pollination. The 
pollen grains may be large, 60 to 200 
microns, or very small, 2.5 to 15 microns. 
The small grains are usually massed to- 
gether, consequently they, and the large 
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grains, are too heavy for wind transfer- 
ence. The grains are generally distinct, 
characteristic in form and shape; their 
thick extine is spinous, highly sculptured 
with regularly spaced elevations thereby 


exhibiting special patterns, and the en-' 


tire grain is covered with a sticky sub- 
stance. Because of the character of the 
pollen, specially provided to cling to the 
insect, the relative scarcity of its produc- 
tion, very little pollen from _ insect- 
pollinated plants is distributed widely 
enough to cause pollen allergy. 


WIND-POLLINATION 


Wind-pollinated or anemophilous 
flowers are small, inconspicuous and 
usually without nectar and rarely have 
any scent. The pollen grains are most 
often smooth, usually spherical or el- 
lipsoidal, never sculptured, sometimes 
slightly spiculated, and always dry and 
powdery. They are usually between 15 
and 50 microns in diameter ; because of 
this optimum size and their high fixed oil 
content, they are extremely light and 
very buoyant and thereby carried great 
distances. When conditions are favorable, 
the fine filaments, by means of which the 
anthers hang, are easily shaken by the 
most gentle breeze and the pollen readily 
discharged. Since this pollen is designed 
to be carried easily by the wind, it is 
produced in large quantities to insure 
fertilization. 

It is therefore very evident that all 
pollen distributed in the atmosphere has 
its beginning from the natural wind- 
pollinated flowers. As a result of this 
process, man comes in contact with the 
pollen of the air. , 


POLLEN REQUIREMENTS FOR EXCITATION 


Marked irregularity in atmospheric 
pollen content accounts for the variation 
in symptoms displayed by the hay fever 
patient from day to day during a given 
season. A greater pollen count causes 
more severe hay fever symptoms ; because 
pollen sensitive patients differ in degree 
of sensitiveness and in types of pollen to 
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which they are sensitive, it is important 
for the attending physician to know the 
kinds and amount of pollen encountered 
at any time. Not all wind-borne pollens 
cause pollenosis because they do not con- 
tain the hay fever excitant; it must be 
shown that the causative pollen is shed 
and present in the atmosphere at the 
period during which symptoms occur. 

Certain requirements must be fulfilled 
before pollen is an important cause of 
hay fever. Thommen .has enumerated 
five postulates : 

1. The pollen must contain an excit- 
ant of hay fever. 

2. The pollen must be anemophilous 
or wind-borne. 

3. The pollen must be produced in 
sufficiently large quantities. 

4. The pollen must be sufficiently 
buoyant to be carried considerable dis- 
tances. 

5. The plant producing the pollen 
must be widely and abundantly dis- 


- tributed. 


DISTRIBUTION OF POLLEN 
PRODUCING PLANTS 


It is apparent that distribution is the 
necessary factor to fulfill these postu- 
lates. 

The principal factors which influence 
the distribution of pollen are: (1) the 
distribution of pollen producing plants ; 
(2) their periods of pollination, and (3) 
the pollen content of the atmosphere ; 
all these are affected generally by certain 
physical and climatic conditions. 

Pollen producing plants are placed 
into three groups: trees, grasses, and 
weeds. Their distribution is principally 
limited by the weather, topographic fac- 
tors, soil conditions and seed dispersal. 


FACTORS CONTROLLING POLLEN 
ABUNDANCE 


The greatest preseasonal factor for an 
abundant growth of plants is rainfall 
accompanied by an optimum tempera- 
ture ; sufficient moisture is necessary for 
the seed to germinate. As a result, more 


plants appear, the plants become larger, 
produce more foliage, produce a cor- 
responding increase in number of flowers, 
with a proportionate increase of total 
pollen. 

Ideal conditions for heaviest ragweed 
plant production are an average summer 
temperature of 70 to 80°F. and a total 
spring and summer rainfall from 10 to 35 
inches. 

Some plants exist only in certain areas 
or life zones, due to geographic and 
climatic factors, and are not found else- 
where. For example, ragweed is abundant 
east of the Rocky Mountains, but has 
not escaped over the higher altitudes 
unto the western coast. 

Weeds appear to flourish best in a 
loose rich soil. Soil without the essential 
growth elements, regardless of ample 
moisture and optimum temperature, 
produce a very meager growth of plants 
and a proportionate decrease of flowers 
and pollen. 

Past environmental conditions have 
caused plants to produce seed especially 
adapted morphologically for the various 
means of dispersal, such as wind, water 


and animals. By these means they in- 
crease the sphere of their existence and 


still maintain their inherent varietal 


characters. 
PERIODS OF POLLINATION 


Hay fever plants flower in most locali- 
ties during three distinct seasons. The 
first or early spring group to release their 
pollen are the trees, known as the tree 
season ; second, the early summer group 
or grass season ; and third, the late sum- 
mer group or ragweed season. 

The dates of pollination of various 
plants are determined by field observa- 
tion, by practical experience in collecting 
pollen, and by the appearance and dis- 
appearance of pollen from the air, as 
determined by pollen slides; principal 
influential factors are moisture, tempera- 
ture and habits of the plant. When the 
plants once begin to pollinate, weather 
conditions no longer affect the amount 


of pollen produced by the plant for dis- 


tribution, but it does determine to a great 
extent the amount of pollen which will 
be distributed from the plant into the air 
from day to day. 


RAIN DELAYS POLLINATION 


Rain will temporarily delay the open- 
ing of ripe flowers, or wash the pollen 
from recently opened flowers. Low 
temperatures delay and high tempera- 
tures hasten the blossoming of plants, 
Sunshine is important in the last stages 
of the ripening of pollen and at the 
moment it js discharged from the an- 
thers; sunshine also helps to dry and 
burst the anther and prepare the air to 
absorb quickly any remaining moisture 
from the ripened pollen. The opportune 
time for sunshine is just after sunrise, be. 
cause most plants discharge their daily 
output of pollen in the early morning. 
Early morning rainfall or high humidity 
or clouds prevent plants from opening 
and releasing their pollen. Under such 
circumstances, some plants pollinate later 
in the day, but not so profusely. 

The tree season for the Chicago area 
is approximately from March 1 to June 
1. Severity and duration of the winter 
and prevailing weather conditions con- 
trol, in a great measure, the onset of tree 
pollination. Much rain and cold delay 
the onset until April 1 and only very 
prolonged dry weather will unfavorably 
influence tree pollination, because trees 
have deep root systems and are not de- 
pendent upon surface moisture. 

The grasses in the Chicago area pol- 
linate from May 20 to July 20. There is 
less variation in the flowering of grasses 
than of trees. Rainfall or a high humidity 
is especially undesirable at this time, pre- 
venting the spread of pollen. 

In the Chicago area, the ragweed sea- 
son extends from August 10 to September 
27. The season is fairly constant from 
year to year. Drought will delay the 
onset a couple of weeks, but the season 
generally terminates the usual time. Ideal 
conditions for the ripening of ragweed 
pollen are: sunshiny weather, few rains 
only at night, high winds, low humidity 
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and an average temperature of not less 
than 50° F.—optimum 70° F. The plants 
cease to pollinate, temporarily, below 
4o to 50°F., and are definitely termi- 
nated by a frost. 


POLLEN CONTENT OF THE ATMOSPHERE 


The amount of pollen liberated into 
the air depends upon the abundant dis- 
tribution of pollen producing plants ; the 
amount of pollen released at the time of 
pollination, and the direct effect of cer- 
tain climatic conditions. 

Absence of rainfall and a low humidity 
are most favorable for the spread of pol- 
len because it remains dry and buoyant. 
In a high humidity, the pollen grains 
tend to stick together; or grains with a 
thin extine, such as the grass pollen, 
rapidly absorb the moisture, swell and 
fall to the ground. A rain washes the 
pollen from the air; a heavy rainfall is 
most effective and local showers clear the 
atmosphere for only a temporary period. 


POLLEN CARRIED MILES 


Wind, the most important factor, 
either increases or decreases the atmos- 
pheric pollen content; the greater the 
velocity, the more pollen is dislodged and 
the farther it can be carried. Pollen has 
been collected on ships, 34 miles from 
land; elm pollen has been carried, over 
land, 400 miles ; no average distance for 
any pollen is recorded. Vaughan states 
that, in absolutely still air, ragweed pol- 
len falls at a rate of about 10 feet per 
minute, but with a wind velocity of 6 
miles per hour, it will require nearly 
three hours for settling. 

The direction of the wind is especially 
important to such geographic areas ad- 
vantageously located. In Chicago, the 
wind from the east, coming across Lake 
Michigan, is practically devoid of pollen. 
The southwest wind, as it comes across 
large areas of pollinating plants, south 
and west of Chicago, results in a very 
high pollen count on such days. Ap- 
parently, a city like Peoria, in the middle 
of the ragweed growth, experiences no 
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relief from a change in wind direction. 

Air currents created on warm sunny 
days are known to carry pollen 4000 to 
6000 feet into the air. As the air cools 
after sunset, the descending current 
brings the pollen to earth in clouds ; this 
may explain the occasional occurrence 
of more severe hay fever symptoms at 
night. 

As previously mentioned, temperature, 
a general and important factor, exerts 
directly or indirectly an effect on the pol- 
len count. A high temperature increases 
and a low one decreases the pollen con- 
tent of the atmosphere. 

Recognition of these atmospheric 
changes serves to explain many clinical 
facts and variations, not only from sea- 
son to season, but also from day to day 
and even hour to hour. 


MEASURING ATMOSPHERIC CONTENT 


The Gravity Method is usually em- 
ployed to determine the pollen content 
in the air. Ordinary glass microscope 
slides, one inch by three inches, coated 
on one flat surface with a thin film of 
vaseline, are exposed, face up, in a hori- 
zontal position for twenty-four hours. 
The slides are usually exposed near the 
most inhabited places, at various eleva- 
tions, window ledges and roofs of several 
storied buildings, but never on the ground 
or at plant growth level. Slides may be 
protected by a shelter, placed eight or 
ten inches above the slide; the shelter 
will not interfere with deposit of pollen, 
but protects the slide from a direct rain 
wash and accumulation of larger soot, 
sand and dirt particles. 

Durham’s unit area for counting is 1.8 
sq. cm., obtained by counting five times 
across the slide with a field width of 1.4 
mm., using a microscope with a ten- 
power ocular and a ten-power objective. 
This unit was adopted in 1929, because 
at that time the number of ragweed pol- 
len grains found on such an area, of a 
24-hour slide, was supposed to represent 
the number of ragweed pollen grains per 
cubic yard of air. A large proportion of 
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existing data on pollen is recorded on 
this basis. 


ECONOMIC PROBLEM 


A serious economical condition is a 
result of the free and easy distribution 
of hay fever pollen. Pollen allergy claims 
approximately five million victims. On the 
average, the individual loses two to three 
weeks’ time from work, which, when 
multiplied by five million, is a large eco- 
nomic loss. Many patients suffer com- 
plications of the ear, nose, and throat, 
and respiratory apparatus. Additional 
costs involve medication and _ special 
efforts to avoid affected areas. 

Many susceptible persons take their 
vacations during the hay fever season 
so they may escape to areas less affected. 
Persons planning such trips should be 
told of places that produce pollen in 
negligible quantities and _ practically 
guarantee normal living conditions. It 
should be remembered that the direction 
of the wind is a very important factor 
in determining whether an area will or 
will not be contaminated. 

In order to obtain relief, people of this 
vicinity and state will migrate to the 
Great Lakes region. Fortunately, relief 


is obtained in some sections of the north. 
eastern part of Minnesota, known as the 
Arrowhead Country; in extreme north- 
ern Wisconsin, along Lake Superior; 
some parts of the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan, and the extreme northern part 
of the Lower Peninsula of Michigan. 

A few may travel as far as southern 
Florida or northern New England ; into 
the Puget Sound area, or to the south- 
western plateau region of Arizona or 
New Mexico for relief. 


CONCLUSION 


Before attempting to diagnose and 
treat cases, it is obviously necessary to 
know what pollens cause hay fever. In 
addition it is imperative to have knowl- 
edge of the flowering period and distri- 
bution of the hay fever producing plants. 
A positive skin test to a particular pollen 
does not establish this pollen as the 
causative agent of the hay fever con- 
dition in the patient upon whom the 
test was made. It must be shown, in ad- 
dition, that the pollen which evokes the 
reaction is shed and present in the atmos- 
phere at the period during which symp- 


toms occur. 


The Problem of Feeding Europe After the 
War:—Dr. Geoffrey Bourne of the University 
Laboratory, Oxford, England, discusses in a 
recent issue of Nature the question “What 
foods should be held ready to rush to Europe 
after the war?” All the occupied countries, 
as well as the belligerents, are rationed. In 
some the bread ration is high: 80 ounces a 
week in Germany and 85 ounces in Denmark. 
In others the ration is low: 50 ounces in Italy, 
55 in Belgium, 30 in Greece. Starvation must 
occur unless the deficiency is made good by 
other foods. Thirty ounces of bread a week 
provides only 300 calories a day. If there are 
not other foods to supply the calories, the 
position is serious. One way is by fat and 
potatoes. But in most of the countries fats 
are rationed and in some potatoes. In 
Belgium and Italy the fat ration is very low: 
3% ounces a week; in France it is 4 ounces. 
The following estimates have been made of 
the number of calories per head available 
daily: Germany, 2,900, Norway 2,500, Italy 
2,400, Bohemia 2,300, unoccupied France 


2,160, occupied France 2,100, the Netherlands 
2,250, Belgium and Luxembourg 1,870. Fig- 
ures cannot be given for Greece and Poland, 
but the conditions are known to be very bad. 

Food also is deficient in quality. There is 
deficiency of protein and vitamins, which will 
probably have a serious effect on growing chil- 
dren. The decrease in the consumption of 
milk, cheese and butter means a reduction in 
the supply of vitamins A and D and riboflavin. 
Restriction of fruit means deficiency of vita- 
min C unless compensated by vegetables. 

Dr. Bourne recommends wheat as the first 
food to be rushed to Europe after the war 
and dried milk, whole or skimmed, as the 
second. There should be ready a store of 
extra fats, such as whale oil, and of protein in 
the form of dried meat and fish. Synthetic 
vitamin C or citrus fruit concentrate also 
should be supplied. Second, we must plan for 
the continued feeding of Europe, which 
means planning not only of European but of 
world agriculture.—J.A.M.A., 119:279, 1942 
(May 16). 
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EDITORIAL 


“THE EXPERT” 


A letter from the Secretary of the American Dental Association published 
in this issue of the Fortnightly Review quotes an opinion of the Judicial 
Council of the American Dental Association in regard to the directory known 
as “The Expert.” This national directory is published in St. Paul, Minnesota 
and contains the names of several hundred professional people—physicians, 
surgeons, specialists and dentists. The names are segregated according to 
professions and specialties and are arranged geographically. The book is 
sold at a price of $10.00 to only those whose names appear in it. Selection 
of dentists for listing in “The Expert,” according to the publisher, is based 
on the consensus of the dental profession, recommendations by professors 
in dental schools and by other listees. Any ethical dentist, it is stated in the 
foreword, may become a listee when sufficient endorsement has been received 
and qualifications verified ; approval is obtained in regard to ethics, conduct 
and professional ability. The purpose of the book, it is said, is to afford a 
reliable reference for those who are in possession of it enabling them to refer 
their patients and friends to competent practitioners in other localities when 
occasion develops. A total of thirty-eight members of the Chicago Dental 
Society are listed in the last two editions. 


A complaint was filed with the Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental 
Society that such listings were in violation of the Code of Ethics. The Board 
after giving this problem considerable thought ruled that publishing the 
names of dentists in such a directory was not in accord with the spirit or the 
letter of the Code for numerous reasons. Therefore the Board asked the 
members of the Chicago Dental Society who were listed in “The Expert” to 


request the publisher to delete their names from future issues. All members 
have complied. 


In view of the action taken by the House of Delegates and the Judicial 
Council of the American Dental Association in St. Louis in 1938 declaring 
listing in “The Expert” unethical, it would seem that the rather embarrass- 
ing position in which the Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental Society 
and the Chicago listees were placed was unnecessary. The House of Dele- 
gates of the American Medical Association took action declaring such listing 
of members of the medical profession unethical at its Kansas City meeting 
in 1936. It is difficult to understand why the officers and the trustees of the 
American Dental Association have not publicized this opinion of the Judicial 
Council and why they have not enforced the Code of Ethics in this regard. 


It is not fair for the members of the Chicago Dental Society to be required 
to remove their names from “The Expert” when members of organized 
dentistry in other localities are not compelled to take similar action. The 
same Code of Ethics governs all members of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. The proper authorities in the American Dental Association should fol- 
low the precedent set by the Chicago Dental Society and, based on the ex- 
pressed opinion of the Judicial Council, as approved by the House of Dele- 
gates, require all members of the association who are listed in “The Expert” 
to have their names deleted from future issues.—Robert G. Kesel.

“The Judicial Council is of the opinion 
that members of this Association whose 
names appear in “The Expert’ unwit- 
tingly violate Section 2, Paragraph I, 
4 and 6 and Section 3 of the present 
Code of Ethics of the American Dental 
Association.”

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


THE A.D.A. BOSTON MEETING 
CANCELLED 

The 84th annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican ‘Dental Association which was to 
have been held in Boston, August 24 to 
28 has been postponed “for the duration” 
according to an announcement by Dr. 
Oren A. Oliver. 

Dr. Oliver wired Joseph B. Eastman, 
director of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation that the A.D.A. board of 
trustees voted the postponement—first 
action of its kind in the history of the 
Association—in accordance with the re- 
cent recommendation of the ODT that 
large gatherings be deferred to speed war 
transportation. 

Dr. Oliver’s telegram stated that the 
A.D.A. House of Delegates, standing 
committees and board of trustees will 
meet on the same dates in St. Louis to 
transact essential business and added: 

“During the last year, our Association 
activities have been devoted almost 
wholly to Dentistry’s role in the war. We 
planned our Boston meeting as an in- 
tegral part of this program but owing to 
the growing seriousness of the emergency, 
we will rely on other channels. 

“In foregoing our meeting, at which 
more than 10,000 of our 52,000 members 
annually gather for scientific study, I feel 
certain the disappointment of our mem- 
bers is far outweighed by their knowledge 
that we are adding anew to the contri- 
butions American Dentistry is making to 
the nation’s victory effort.” 

This decision was not made at the re- 
quest of the government but voluntarily 
by the board of trustees and even though 
all arrangements for the meeting had 
been completed and the primary pro- 
gram published. 

The geographic location of Boston, the 
gasoline rationing and the fact that only 
two first class railroads enter Boston 
from the West and South were among 
the factors causing the board of trustees 
to take this action. 
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DENTAL INTERNS RECOM- 
MENDED FOR DEFERMENT 


According to a letter recently received 
by the Committee on Dental Prepared- 
ness, dental interns are to receive the 
same consideration for deferment as 
medical interns. Their deferment is to 
be for a period of one year and they are 
to be considered as men engaged in 
training for an essential profession. This 
information is supplied by Colonel L. G. 
Rowntree, Chief of the Medical Division 
of the Selective Service System. 


CARROLL STUART IN ARMY 
MEDICAL CORPS 


Carroll W. Stuart, a former Secretary 
of the Chicago Dental Society, has been 
commissioned a major in the U. S. Army 
Medical Corps and called to active duty. 
He reported July 1 to the U. S. Army 
Medical Center, Washington, D. C., 
where he will undergo a sixty day period 
of training before receiving his assign- 
ment. 


NUMBER OF BUR SIZES 
REDUCED 


The Division of Simplified Practice of 
the National Bureau of Standards made 
a recommendation which became effec- 
tive June 25, 1942, to reduce the number 
of bur sizes from approximately seventy- 
five to eighteen. This represents an elimi- 
nation of 76 per cent of burs manufac- 
tured. 

The recommendation was developed 
for and in cooperation with the Health 
Supplies Branch, War Production Board, 
as part of a broad program of simplifica- 
tion of dental equipment and supplies. 
The purpose of these programs is to con- 
serve material and manpower and to in- 
sure adequate production for the ex- 
panding war program as well as for 
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civilian needs, and for other purposes 
essential to the war effort. 

The Army and Navy Dental Corps, 
the Health Supplies Branch of the War 
Production Board, manufacturers of 
dental burs, The American Dental Trade 
Association, the Committee on Supplies 
of the American Dental Association, and 
the Division of Simplified Practice of the 
National Bureau of Standards collabo- 
rated in the development of this recom- 
mendation. The recommendation has 
been approved by the War Production 
Board. ; 


GASOLINE RATIONING 


The Australian Dental Association was 
asked by the Victorian Branch to take 
steps to arrange that dental practitioners 
be placed under the “Business and Pri- 
vate Purposes” Class. The efforts of the 
Association proved successful, and all 
dentists now receive the extra ration for 
professional purposes. Some country 
members with branch practices have also 
been successfully helped by the obtain- 
ing of additional supplies to permit of 
them attending country towns not served 
by a resident practitioner. Journal Cana- 
dian Dental Association.

SMALLPOX BREAKS OUT IN 
CHICAGO AREA 


Eleven thousand persons in the Argo- 
Summit war plant area, southwest of 
Chicago, have been vaccinated because 
of an outbreak of smallpox there the 
week of June 15. The disease was dis- 
covered when a twenty-one year old 
Negro, a resident of Chicago, entered 
Cook County Hospital with a condition 
first diagnosed as secondary pustular 
syphilis. An investigation revealed that 
he had been visiting his relatives in Sum- 
mit where others were apparently ill with 
chickenpox and where subsequent in- 
vestigation disclosed eight other cases of 


smallpox. All the cases were traced to a 
small Negro boy from Missouri who 
visited recently in Argo. Twelve nurses 
of the Cook County Public Health Unit 
made a house to house canvass, instruct- 
ing all persons who had not been vac- 
cinated within the last five years to be 
vaccinated by their own physicians or to 
be vaccinated by the health department 
physicians. Vaccination stations were set 
up in the Argo-Summit Health Center 
and in the public schools in Summit for 
persons unable to pay their private phy- 
sicians. About 4,000 persons in plants 
were vaccinated by industrial physicians, 
3,000 by family physicians and 4,000 in 
the vaccination clinics. 


KELLOGG FOUNDATION ESTAB.- 
LISHES GRANTS FOR 
DENTAL STUDENTS 


The W. K. Kellogg Foundation of 
Battle Creek, Michigan, has made avail. 
able grants of $10,000 to each of nearly 
150 medical, dental, public health and 
nursing schools in this country and 
Canada. These grants are to be used as 
loans or scholarships to needy students 
for financing their professional educa- 
tion. 


LUDVIG HEKTOEN RECEIVES 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
MEDAL 


The award of the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal of the American Medical 
Association for 1942 was made to Dr. 
Ludvig Hektoen at the recent meeting of 
the American Medical Association. Dr. 
Hektoen is known to many members of 
the Chicago Dental Society who were 
pleased to know he has been thus hon- 
ored. 

He is recognized for his many contri- 
butions to medical science, particularly 
in the field of pathology. In 1902 he 
established the John McCormick Insti- 
tute for Infectious Diseases and became 
its director. He has served in numerous 
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editorial positions and has been the editor 
of the Journal of Infectious Diseases 
since it was established in 1904. 


MONOPOLY BOOSTS PRICE 
OF DENTURES 


The Justice Department disclosed to 
the Senate Patents Committee that mon- 
opoly controls are halding up the prices 
of dental materials. Walter R. Hutchin- 
son, special assistant to the Attorney 
General, testified that DuPont and Rohn 
& Haas have maintained a retail price 
of $4.00 on the basic material for dental 
plates which costs DuPont only 15 to 30 
cents to make. He added that similar 
monopolies existed on other dental ma- 
terials. Hutchinson testified that through 
patent agreements, the two companies 
have maintained identical prices on the 
dental material—scientifically known as 
methyl methacrylate—and have waged 
unceasing war on other companies which 
have attempted to compete. 

The two producing companies have 
restricted the marketing of their prod- 
uct to three distributing companies to 
maintain their price agreement. But the 
high price they have maintained has 
led to bootlegging by smaller companies. 

Hutchinson emphasized the military 
importance of the dental material, in 
view of the widespread dental needs of 
soldiers and potential soldiers. He said 
the Navy rejected all bids for the ma- 
terial last year after receiving identical 
bids from the three major distributors.

GENERAL 


Director of Selective Service Lewis B. 
Hershey is now a major general in the 
United States army. His nomination by 
President Roosevelt for this promotion 
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was confirmed by the Senate on April

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


PROVISION FOR LOANS TO 
STUDENTS 


Provision has been made for Federal 
loans to students in a bill passed by Con- 
gress on June 30 and signed by the Presi- 
dent on July 2 under general regulations 
as follows : 

1. Limited to students participating in 
accelerated programs in degree-granting 
colleges and universities in engineering, 
physics, chemistry, medicine (including 
veterinary), dentistry, and pharmacy. 

2. Restricted to students whose tech- 
nical or professional education can be 
completed within two years, who attain 
and continue to maintain satisfactory 
standards of scholarship, who are in need 
of assistance, who agree in writing to 
participate in an accelerated program of 
study and who agree in writing to en- 
gage, for the duration of the wars in 
which the United States is now engaged, 
in such employment or service as may be 
assigned by officers or agencies desig- 
nated by the Chairman of the War Man- 
power Commission. 

3. Loans to be made by colleges or 
universities from funds paid to them by 
the Government upon estimates sub- 
mitted by them. 

4. Total fund available $5,000,000. 

5. Loans to be made in amounts not 


exceeding tuition and fees plus $25.00 


per month and not exceeding a total of 
$500.00 to any one student during any 
12 month period. 

6. Loans to be evidenced by notes pay- 
able to the Treasurer of the United 
States at 2} per cent interest per annum. 

7. Loans to be canceled for students 
who may be called into military service 
before completing their courses or who 
suffer total and permanent disability or 
death. 

8. The loan program to be adminis- 
tered in accordance with regulations pro- 
mulgated by the U. S. Commissioner of 
Education with the approval of the 


Chairman of the War Manpower Com- 
mission. 

The original appropriation requested 
was $10,000,000.00. Since the appro- 
priation of a total of $5,000,000.00 is 
much less than the amount recommended 
by the several technical and professional 
groups for which it is available, the re- 
quests for loans will, no doubt, be prompt.
